The only Queſtion is, whether this 
Paſlage refers to the above mentioned Victory obtained by 
Gelo and his Brothers Hiero, &c, over the Carthaginians 3 
or to that gained afterwards by Hiere oyer the Taſcan Fi- 
rates near Cama,. mentioned by Diedorzs, 1.

Yet, if we conſider the Occaſions, upon which theſe Odes 
were compoſed, as, well as the Perſons, io whom they 
were inſcribed, we ought not, I think, to cenſure Pindar 
for taking Money for them. A Vigary obtained: in the 
Games commonly gave Birth to theſe Songs of Triumph z 
and they were, as it may be ſuppoſed, generally written at 
the Sollicitation of the Victors themſelves, who procured 
them to be ſet to Muſick, and cauſed them to be ſung by 
a Chorus during the publick Rejoicings, -which were made 
by their reſpective Cities, in which, doabtlels; their Odes 
were no inconſiderable Part of the Entertainment; and as- 
the greateſt Number of the Conquerors celebrated by Pin- 
dar were of Countries and Cities often very remote from, 
and no way related to Thebes, the Country of Piadar, dt 
is evident he could have no manner of concern in their Vic-. 
tories ; and conſequently no Inducement, either publick, 
or private, to write upon ſuch Subjects, without being: 
rewarded for his Trouble. And if it was no Diſgrace in 
Pindar, us in my Opinion it was not, to take Money up-
